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At 1:21 p.m., a white male entered Salon Meritage on the 500 block of Pacific Coast Highway, and opened fire, killing six people on the scene. Three were transported to 
a local medical center, where two died shortly after. The Seal Beach Police Department apprehended what they say is the “single and only suspect.” 


‘Worst mass killing’ in OC history

Eight were killed and another one 
critically injured, after a man opened 
fire in a Seal Beach nail salon at 
1:21 p.m. Wednesday. 

Six died on the scene and two were 
pronounced dead at a local medical cen- 
ter in what The Orange County Register 
called the area’s “worst mass killing.” 

The nian, identified as a white male, 
fled from the scene, Salon Meritage, on 


the 500 block of Pacific Coast Highway, 
but was apprehended by the Seal Beach 
Police Department shortly thereafter, 
according to Sgt. Steve Bowles. 

Local media, including the Los 
Angeles Times, reported that eyewit- 
nesses said the shooter was targeting 
his ex-wife and that the two were en- 
gaged in a custody battle. 

“Within a miriute of the shooting, 
our officers were following the sus- 
pect,” Bowles said. “We are very con- 
fident at this point we have the single 
and only suspect in custody. “ 

- Bowles said no force was used. 

The salon was busy at the time of 
the shooting, according to Bowles. 


Bowles also said police recovered 
a weapon but would not comment on 
the make or the model. 

When police apprehended the sus- 
pect, he told them more weapons were 
inside the vehicle. 

“A crime of this magnitude is 
something Seal Beach is not familiar 
with,” Bowles said. 4 

Bowles said the Seal Beach Police 
Department, a smaller agency, was 
being assisted by a number of others 
including the Long Beach Police De- 
partment. 

According to The Times, bodies 
were scattered all over the nail salon 
after the shooting. 
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The Seal Beach Police Department responded to a “shots fired” call.

Panama Joe’s Restaurant and Canti- 
na, a typical hangout spot for some Cal 
State Long Beach students, was robbed 
on Sept. 30 around 5 a.m. 

The restaurant’s general manager 


Fabius Rizk said the thief broke in and 
robbed its ATM at a time when the res- 
taurant was known to be completely 
unoccupied. 

“The thief was in and out of the res- 
taurant before the alarm even went off,” 
Rizk said. “It’s not that big of a deal, 


there wasn’t that much damage.” 


He also said the restaurant’s safe and 
registers were untouched and that there 
was very little damage done to the res- 
taurant itself. 

“Since we have taken over Panama 
Joe’s, we have seen a few robberies on 
all of Second Street,” Rizk said. “If you 
have been open for long enough, it’s 
bound to happen to you.

Housing and Residential Life added 
a metal plate to one of the Residential 
Learning College gates after students 
held the gate open using cinderblocks. 

“We added the metal plate to prevent 
people from trying to ‘pop’ the lock, 
usually with a screwdriver, or jam the 
lock and thus get.in without using a 
key,” Housing and Residential Life Di- 
rector Carol Roberts-Corb said.

During her regular rounds, Walker 
noticed cinderblocks holding the gate 
door ajar. Residents took blocks from 
nearby trees and planters, inserted pa- 
per cards in the door jam, and stuffed 
tissue paper to hold the latch back.

the gate is open,” Walker said. 

Residents were resorting to such 
extremes because the gate’s ID 
reader | wasn’t 
Therefore, residents couldn’t swipe 
their CSULB ID cards to gain access. 

The ID reader is now working cor- 
rectly and RLC residents can enter 
with ease. 

Kiana Hovind,-an RLC resident, 
said she feels safer now that the pedes- 
trian gate has been fixed. 

She had witnessed people trying to 
jimmy and prop open the gate a couple 
of times, but wasn’t quite sure of what 
they were doing. 

“¥ don’t think people should be leay- 
ing the gate wide open for intruders to 
get in,’ Hovind said. “That puts all the 
residents at risk. It’s pretty selfish of 
them.” 

Yadira Contreras, RLC resident, 
said student safety should be a No. | 
priority, and that it was a good idea that 
the security update was implemented in 
order to improve the safety of residents. 
However, additional security measures 
may need to be taken, Contreras said.

was robbed; others couldn’t believe 
damage to the business wasn’t-worse. 

“J don’t understand why Panama 
Joe’s, of all places [was robbed],” senior 
engineering major Sidney Legerme 
said. “Whoever did it probably didn’t 
want to take too much time trying to 
get money out of the register, they were 
probably experienced and knew what 
they were doing. I wouldn’t be sur- 
prised if it was an inside job or someone 
who worked there before.” 

Legerme said that Panama Joe’s is 
one of the spots on Second Street that 
he frequents, and it’s unfortunate that 
someone would break in. 

Many bar-hoppers said they won- 


dered why this bar was targeted in 
particular. 

“Somebody was clearly in desperate 
need and they didn’t know if there was 


money in there,” said Jasmyn Culpep- . 


per, senior child development major. 
“That was probably wishful thinking 
to go to the ATM, instead of going for 
what the establishment had made that 
night.” 5 

The identity of the thief is still un- 
known, according to Nancy Pratt of the 
Long Beach Police Department.

According to Philanthropy Direc- 
tor Bryan Garcia, Pi Kappa Phi’s goal 
is to raise $10,000 by the end of next 
spring semester. A quarter of last year’s 
proceeds, which was more than $1,000, 
will be donated directly to “Ability- 
First,”.an organization servicing chil- 
dren and adults with physical and de- 
velopmental disabilities. _ 

Junior construction engineering 
management major Ryan Walker said 
all of Pi Kappa Phi’s proceeds are 
counted by “Push America” at the end 
of the fiscal year. 

Afterward, a quarter of that total is 
extracted. and donated personally by 
Pi Kappa Phi to “AbilityFirst” during 
“War of the Roses,” a weeklong series 
of competitions between CSULB soror- 
ities to raise more funds for disability 
organizations. 

Garcia expects next year’s donation 
to “AbilityFirst” to be approximately 
$2,000, a quarter of this year’s expected 


proceeds. 


According to Garcia, last year’s 
event was such an unexpected success 
that this year’s event was extended into 
48 hours of peddling. 

“We try to promote empathy,” Garcia 
said. “We don’t want [disabled people] 
to be marginalized in any way. We want 
to focus on their capabilities rather than 
their disabilities.” 

According to Garcia, the winner of 
the competitions during “War of the 
Roses” will receive 10 percent of “Push 
America’s” proceeds and may donate 
them to the philanthropy of their choice. 

Garcia said he encourages disabled 
people, particularly children, to attend 
the events during “War of the Roses.” 

“There’s nothing like spending time 
with these kids,” Garcia said. 

According to Garcia, members of Pi 
Kappa Phi voluntarily donated all of the 
bicycles used in “Pedal for Push.” 

The event ended at 9 a.m. today.

ASI previously assessed student sat- 
isfaction with the USU, but this survey 
is the first one of its kind. 
“The USU has been operational for 


_ almost 40 years and the USU Board of 


Trustees feels that this is a good time to 
conduct this assessment,” Nettles said. 
“In the past, we have assessed student 


satisfaction and attendance for specific 
programs and services in the USU, but 
nothing of this caliber. The food servic- 
es portion of the survey is a collabora- 
tive effort with the university and 49er 
Shops to reach the entire campus com- 
munity and gauge those needs.” 

The survey contains approximately 
200 questions, including general stu- 
dent information and satisfaction with 
the USU facilities and food services. 

The food services portion of the sur- 
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vey involves collaboration between ASI 
and 49er shops. 

Based on this survey, the student 
government organization is trying to 
improve student services in the future. 

“Last month, we held focus groups 
and it was from those groups that we . 
generated the questions for the survey,” 
Nettles said. “At this time, there are no 
immediate plans to renovate anything 
in the USU, but the results of the survey 
will serve as a starting point.”

It seems as though, with the installation of 
the Student Recreation and Wellness Center, 
Cal State Long Beach is making its way up the 
ladder in terms of having complete resources 
for its students. However, although the SRWC is 
nothing to complain about, CSULB might want 
' to spend a little more 
time thinking about 
improving classroom 
resources before tend- 
ing to anything else. 

This past Monday, Associated Students, Inc. 
sent out a web-based survey, questioning stu- 
dents about their satisfaction with the Univer- 
sity Student Union. The survey asks questions 
pertaining to the USU’s lounge areas, bowling 
alley and restaurant spots. Although our USU 
may not be up to each student’s standards, 
there are other university amenities that need 
improvement, and that matter more. 

To be more specific, CSULB students are 
often very critical of the classrooms we have on 
campus. It’s more crucial for students to have 
adequate classroom resources to better their 
educational experience. 

Also on Monday, the Daily 49er released an 
article regarding the lack of left-handed desks 
in classrooms. According to the article, about 
3,341 of the students at CSULB are left-handed, 
meaning they face the everyday challenge of 
finding a left-handed desk to sit in, during class. 

Director of physical and construction man- 
agement for CSULB, Sue Brown, stated she 
ordered 754 new desks to replace old or broken 
ones in the Liberal Arts 5 and Liberal Arts 1 
buildings. However, only eight percent of these 
desks — or about 60 chairs — were designed

for left-handed students. 

And while we’re on the subject, it’s obvious that the Liberal 
Arts buildings are in need of the most renovation, among others. 
Recently, a geologist stated that CSULB is “relatively safe” from 
earthquakes; however, the LA buildings are some the most danger- 
ous buildings to be in at CSULB if an earthquake were to hit. 

On top of that, a student’s success in.a class depends somewhat 
on the condition of the classroom: The desks in some of the class- 
rooms we have now cannot seat a student over six feet comfort-

‘ It may not seem like a drastic problem, but it is-an issue that 
should be considered over others. The USU and the SRWC are | 
fine for now. The food is satisfactory, and we can all surely work 
with the lounge areas. When compared to some of our classrooms, 
however, students should be marking “very satisfied” on ASI’s 
USU survey. 

Improved amenities inside the USU might keep students on 
campus, but.improved amenitiés in classrooms will keep students 
in class. Which one is moré important? 
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Medical marijuana laws should be the least of Obama’s concern 


A few days ago, four California officials 
from the U.S. Attorney’s office announced that 
hundreds of medical marijuana dispensaries 
have been ordered to closé down by the federal 
government. : 

Since California voters decided to legalize 
marijuana for medical use in 1996, the issue of 
medical marijuana has generally been left to the 
responsibility of the states. 

The main issue that I have a problem with is, 
that the federal government — specifically the 
Obama Administration — is spending both time 
and money that we don’t have on something that 
should by no means be at the top of their agenda. 
Must we remind Obama and the White House of 
the current financial crisis on Wall Street? 

The main justification that the Department 
of Justice is using for the forcible closure of 
these dispensaries is their location — relative to 
schools and “significant commercial operations.” 

The Drug Policy Alliance — furious for obvi- 
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ous reasons — blasted a press release 
entitled “Obama Administration’s 
Medical Marijuana Policies Now 
Worse Than Bush and Clinton Poli- 
cies,” and they’re pretty spot on. 
Considering that Obama is up 
for reelection, I’m confused.as to 
why the Obama Administration is’ 
wasting so much of its time on the 
issue of medical marijuana. Polls con- 
sistently show that at least 70 percent 
of voters nationwide support the 
legalization of medical marijuana. 
Looking back at his election 
in 2008, Obama did make a 
promise to never target medical 
marijuana patients. Was this 
a false promise on his behalf 
(considering a select few oth- 
ers)? Not quite. Using very, 
very careful wording, Obama 
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technically isn’t targeting medical 
marijuana patients, but is targeting 
their dispensaries, its owners 
and their entire pharmaceutical 
system. 

As of now, the Department 
of Justice is aiming most of - ~ 
its efforts at California, but - - 

medical marijuana dispensary. 
owners throughout the country are 
concerned. 
Representative Jared Polis (D- 
Colo.) has introduced legislation 
in Congress, backed by Califor- 
nia Rep. Pete Stark (D) and Rep. 
Barney Frank (D-Mass.), that would 
require the IRS to allow all busi- 
nesses, including dispensaries, to 
deduct expenses. 
The problem that dispen- 
saries are facing as of now 
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is that the IRS is not allowing them to deduct 
expenses such as salaries, rent, the cost of bud or 
other operating costs — while major corporations - 
have managed to get their federal tax bills down 
to zero. If a business can’t deduct th€se expenses, 
its tax bill will almost always wind up exceeding 
even its profits. 2 
There are more pressing matters facing federal 


‘law enforcement right now. I don’t see how it 


makes any sense to waste time and taxpayer 
funds in order to interfere in state-legal business 
— especially an issue that has been approved by 
voters. : 

Personally, I believe that it’s a bad move on 
behalf of the federal government and the Obama 
Administration to interfere in something that is 
in actuality well regulated and generates both 
economic activity and jobs. But that’s just my 
opinion.

Student's ceramics gallery 
shows ‘artistic liberation’ 


Brittany Mojo’s 

pieces exemplify why- 
ceramics still remain 
relevant today.

Art versus design has been a long- 
standing divider in the worlds of artists, 
designers and the often-unmentioned 
crafters and artisans. That is to say, art- 
ists and designers belong to a different 
camp than the latter. This has not al- 
ways been the case, and ceramics is one 
of the last surviving links of that evo- 
lution. Brittany Mojo’s first solo show 
stands to remind us just what ceramics 
is today. 

Mojo’s exhibit, “Copy/Paste: An Ex- 
ploration of Multiples” contains several 
of her recent ceramic “assemblages” — 
her term to denote the work’s existence 
between sculpture and _ installation. 
Each piece acts as installation in itself, 
as they are consisted of smaller works 
from different mediums, and then as- 
sembled into a larger system. 

Mojo integrates these distant pieces, 
not on a basis of formal continuity but 
a continuity of process. Each piece con- 
tains multiple results from attempting

to translate two-dimensional work into 
the third dimension. : 

Beginning with a stream of con- 
sciousness drawing, Mojo then turns 
to a variety of sculptural mediums for 
a successful translation in dimension. 
Repetition is key, as she mentions “in 
the process of making the same object 
repetitively, the monotony leads the 
brain to problem solve ways in which to 
make this process more efficient.” 

The various attempts are then inte- 
grated into a singular piece. An exam- 
ple of this is “Things My Father Used to 
Say,” which is constructed from a med- 
ley of paper clay, wood, marker, tape, 
fabric; paper, porcelain, wool, wire and 
pencil. The: result is hard to describe 
but easy to appreciate — consider a few 
postmodern sculptures of the same sub- 
ject joined into one. 

While the gallery is-filled’ with a 
healthy amount of work, it is only a 
fraction of the possible choices Mojo 
could have installed. Since July, she has 
been relentlessly attacking her draw- 
ings’ two-dimensionality, thus amass- 
ing more than 100 pieces. On display 
is well-resolved work with fascinating 
aesthetics, but the cream of the crop 
could still be hidden in the boxes grac- 
ing her studio. 

Mojo’s focus is not the product as 
muchas the process. She hopes for jux- 
taposing results. 

She said, “A piece is complete when 
I come to the realization that I’m mak-

ing the form completely different than 
when I started but it’s the still the same 
original product.” 

Work like “Three Generations of 


‘Women,” made up of paper, glue, por- 


celain, string, pencil, thread and fabric, 
display the distance she could travel in 
transforming her original idea to its last 
translation. This piece drapes porcelain 
and string down from a ceiling mount- 


ed “tensegrity,” its shadow outlined on 


the wall like a Sol Lewitt drawing. This 


piece’s abstract and distant visual lan-* 


guage is far. removed from its concep- 
tual origin — a conversation between 
Mojo, her mother and grandmother. 
“Copy/Paste” is a far cry from the 
traditions of ceramics, which many 
practitioners still cling to. While paint- 
ing widely rejected realistic imagery 


when the photograph was invented, ce- 
ramics did not have as drastic a reaction 
to industrialization. 

When Mojo felt trapped by the strict 
traditionalism surrounding her me- 
dium, artists Chris Miller and Julia 
Haft-Candell inspired her to realize 
“you don’t have to use ceramics to be a 
ceramic artist.” 

Her mission was an affirmation of 
medium and exploration of its contem- 
poraries, and her hundreds of results 
produced a success. All her artistic lib- 
eration took was a studio full of more 
“assemblages” than she knows what to 
do with. 

The weekly galleries run Monday 
through Thursday from noon to 5 
p.m. between the FA2 and FA3 build- 
ings.

Two minutes. That was all the No. 
12-ranked Long Beach State men’s 
water polo team needed to turn a dis- 
appointing loss into a momentous win.
